It was not Jensen's marks- 
manship that brought friendly

Jensen first spotted the ani- 
mal about a year ago and it 
had been seen by several 
neighbors who, not familiar 
with the appearance of coyotes, 
nicknamed it "Jensen's coy- 
ote." 

"I've shot too many coyotes 
in Eastern Washington not to 
know one when I see it," Jen- 
sen said. 

The predator showed up 
about 3 p.m. Sunday while 
Jensen was doing some trac- 
tor work on his farm in Para- 
dise Valley west of Center. 

"The first thing I noticed 
was that the calves were run- 
ning up the field towards me," 
Jensen said. "I looked to see 
what had frightened them and 
there was the coyote." 

Jensen rushed to the house 
for his rifle, for which he could 
find only one bullet, and re- 
turned to the field. The gun 
misfired the first time, but on 
the second try his shot hit the 
animal at the base of the neck 
and killed it. instantly. 

The animal was a two-year- 
old female which never had 
borne a litter — indicating that 
it was probably the only coy- 
ote on thr -'L r^..icipal 
cxpianations of its presence 
were that it had been chased 

by dogs and forced to bwhn 

from the Kitsap mainland, 
where there are coyotes, or 
that it had been brought here 
originally as a pet.

The Ferry Klahowya pulled 
away from the Vashon Heights 
dock at 3:30 p.m. Saturday car- 
rying Capt. Herbert Dowell on 
his last trip as "skipper" and 
bringing retirement after 49 
years on Puget Sound and 35 
years running ferries to 
Vashon's north end. 

Colleagues and crew mem- 
bers of the Captain honored 
him with a farewell party 
starting at Fauntleroy at 3:15 
p.m. as he made the familiar 
trip to Vashon and finally to 
Southworth, just a buggy ride 
from where his career started 
in 1911. 

Captain Dowell was born in 
California, but grew up on Pu- 
get Sound. His first taste of in- 
land boating came in 1909 as 
cabin boy on the Reliance, 
which served Harper, West Se- 
attle, Colby and around Bain- 
bridge Island. After a turn at 
banking in Seattle, he returned 
to work for Col. Warran L. 
Gazzam, co-owner of the Kit- 
sap County Transportation Co. 
and stayed with the system 
through its transfer to the Pu- 
get Sound Navigation Co. 
(Black Ball) in the 1930's and 
to the State Ferry System. 

In 1918, he received his first 
mate's license and the follow- 
ing year his master's papers. 

"The Burton was the first 
boat on which I was skipper," 
Dowell recalls. "The Klahowya 
is my 38th vessel. 

Vashon Heights became a 
port of call for Dowell in 1925 
on the Harper-Vashon-Fauntle- 
roy run and he's wheeled boats 
over the same course ever 
since, except that the western 
terminal was moved to South- 
worth a couple of years ago. 

A lot of things have changed 
on the ferries in 35 years, he 
recalls. But the ones talked 
about most, fares, have not 
changed as much as you would 
think, he says. 

The fare to Seattle from 
most places on the west side of 
the Sound was 25 cents for a 
passenger. It cost $1,25 for a 
car and driver on the Harper- 
Fauntleroy run — today, from 
Southworth, $1.75 without fed- 
eral tax." 

The boats provided Dowell 
not only with a career, but his 
family. He was a purser in 



charge of the mail when he 
met his wife, Anna, a Poulsbo 
Post Office employee. They 
were married in 1917 and have 
two daughters and five grand- 
children. 

Dowell is building a new 
home on Reach Island near 
Allyn, although he completed 
their present home only eight 
years ago. 

The last trip from Fauntle- 
roy to Vashon and Southworth 
was a goodby for Captain Dow- 
ell to his ferry boat career, 
but it also was a greeting — to 
Engineer Roy Kenard, who 
came out of retirement to work 
the last trip for the skipper, 
whose first trip as captain he 
also had served as engineer.
